Fantasia Trio Inaugurates 
Arts Center Music Series

The Greenbelt Arts Center has announced the program 
for its 1991 music series, which will offer Greenbelt a vari¬ 
ety of musical experiences, from a unique string ensemble 
to jazz under the stars. The Fantasia Trio opens the sea¬ 
son with a Sunday, February 3, 7:30 performance at Mish- 
kan Torah. The trio is composed of a guitar, cello and 
violin. The group’s guitarist, Philip Mathieu, says that the 
“guitar adds a new dimension and a more interesting tex¬ 
ture to chamber music.” He uses a specially designed am¬ 
plified guitar, wb(ich improves the role of the instrument 
in chamber music, creating an interesting and pleasing 
sound.

“This meeting here, where 
neighbors are seriously shar¬ 
ing views is another example 
of America at its best,” 
summed up Walter Morri¬ 
son, one of 34 citizens from 
around Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty and even Montgomery 
County who had the oppor¬ 
tunity to speak during Con¬ 
gressman Steny Hoyer’s 
Town Meeting on the Persian 
Gulf Crisis. Time ran out 
for the view's of many oth¬ 
ers in the standing-room- 
only crowd January 14 in the 
Greenbelt Youth Center. 

While not unanimous on the 
appropriate course of action for 
the United States, no speaker 
demanded war. Rather, the half 
dozen who supported war felt 
it was the only way to stop 
Saddam Hussein. Irv Siegel, 
comparing Hussein to Hitler, in¬ 
dicated that diplomacy was a 
waste of time. Steven Hirsdh 
suggested that now was the time 
to stop Hussein because in the 
future he would have biological 

and nuclear weapons. As Pat 
Molden agonized, “I do not want 
a war, hut I do not want Hus¬ 
sein loose.” 

They asked that troops be al¬ 
lowed to fight a quick and de¬ 
cisive war. Thinking ahead, Pat¬ 
rick Tucker of College Park 
asked that the soldiers be hon¬ 
ored rather than treated poor¬ 
ly when they returned. 

Means is the Issue 

Early in the evening, Hoyer 
stated, “llbe issue is not the 
objective, the issue is the means; 
the issue is the timing.” This 
assessment was echoed by many 
who spoke. A1 Herling said it 
well: “people are divided on he 
use of force; we're not divided 
in our view that Saddam is a 
vile and cruel human being.” 

Herling, as well as other 
speakers, expressed admiration 
and gratitude to Hoyer for vot¬ 
ing to continue sanctions. Hoyer 
had explained at the start, of 
the town meeting that over the 
weekend he had voted for the 
Hamilton/Gephart resolution to 
give sanctions more time to 


Lake Park Plans 
Available for Review 

The process of formulating 
the Master Plan for the “Buddy”

work. “I spent a lot of time 
working on this vote, he ex¬ 
plained. That time, he said, in¬ 
cluded listening to expert tes¬ 
timony that indicated sanctions 
were working. 

However, the Hamilton/Gep¬ 
hart House resolution failed as 
did a similar Nunn/Mitchell 
Senate resolution. Instead a 
joint House/Senate resolution 
passed which, while not declar¬ 
ing war, authorized the Presi¬ 
dent to go to war when and if 
he decided it was appropriate. 
Another resolution passed over¬ 
whelmingly which states that 
the authority to take the nation 
to war is reserved for the na¬ 
tion's representatives. However, 
Hoyer indicated that the Presi¬ 
dent has concluded rightly that 
the joint resolution gives him 
the authority to go to war some¬ 
time after the United Nations 
deadline of January 15. 

Handling of the Crisis 

The vast majority of speakers 
spoke against war. They ex¬ 
pressed dismay with President 
Bush's handling of the crisis. 
“Bush immediately eliminated 
diplomacy,” said George With¬ 
ers. 

Bush's confrontational stance 

—“evacuation of Kuwait or be 
driven out”—was unwise assert¬ 
ed Bert Bonn because no one in 
history has accepted such un¬ 
conditional terms. 

Sandi Roberts felt Bush sees 
himself as a policeman. She con¬ 
cluded that “We had better get 
to work in our own country, in 
the USSR and China . . . There 
is work for us to do all over 
this planet if we're going to take 
on the job of policeman for hu¬ 
man rights.” 

Clean our House 

The idea of “cleaning up our 
house” was an underlying theme 
echoed by several speakers. Mose 
Harrington from Riverdale felt 
the situation was analagous to 
what is happening on the 
streets: “If you don't do what 
we want, we're going to kill 
you.”

war machine here,” added Vickie 
Reynolds of Lanham. 

Doug Ross of Largo, the only 
black to speak, explained he was 
disgusted with the events and 
Bush's record on civil rights. He 
asked, “How can Bush talk about 
fairness for Kuwaitis and not 
talk about it here?” 

Domestic Needs 
The domestic needs of Amer¬ 
ica were also on people's minds. 
“Where was all this money when 
Congress was trying to agree

Mathieu, a well-known profes¬ 
sional musician in this area, is 
a graduate of George Mason 
University and has also studied 
at American University.

Minor.” 

Prevailing Winds, a woodwind 
ouintet, performs Saturday, 
March 2, at 2 p.m. at Center 
School. Prevailing Winds is 
known for its innovative pro¬ 
grams and its ability to interest 
and intrigue an audience. 

This “Young Peoples Concert” 
offers a program appropriate 
for young and old alike. The 
reviewer said of Prevailing 
Winds, that “the prevailing 
winds did not blow it,” calling 
the performance “unusual and 


delightful.” The group performs 
classical jazz and other favor¬ 
ites in a creative offbeat style. 

“An Evening Among Friends,” 
the third program in the series, 
will take place Saturday, April 
6, at a Greenbelt location to be 
announced. The evening will fea¬ 
ture talented local performers 
in a variety show format. A 
number of individual and group 
acts have been confirmed, but 
there is space for additional en¬ 
tertainers.

In late April the Roosevelt 
Jazz Ensemble will take the 
stage to perform the music of 
the 30s and 40s for listening and 
dancing pleasure.

To the Editor: 

I am writing in opposition to 
the proposed construction of six 
lighted ball fields in the North¬ 
way Fields area. 

It is standard practice for both 
developers and local and county 
governments to choose woodlands 
and wetlands for “improve¬ 
ments.” This is usually done not 
in one fell swoop, but in a piece¬ 
meal fashion, a nibble here and 
a nibble there. Until the wood¬ 
lands or wetlands are gone. This 
is our pattern here in Green¬ 
belt. 

It is also a common tactic to 
choose woodlands or wetlands for 
development because, after all, 
“no one” who lives there votes. 
I would say to you, however, that 
the size and vitality of our 
woodlands is a barometer of our 
hope. If we do not believe in 
a positive future, then we use 
up or destroy our surroundings. 
It is our “vote” for the future. 
If we believe in our future, then 
we preserve the things we value. 
These treasures we will to our 
children, to learn from and en¬ 
joy and to pass on to their 
children. This, simply put, is a 
conservation ethic of a people 
of hope. It is my hope to pass 
on Greenbelt’s woods to my son, 
John. 

We do not “understand or have 
a use for” a woodland: its in¬ 
tricate webs and chains of life, 
its cycle of birth and life. It is 
definitely our propensity as hu¬ 
mankind to destroy that which 
we do not understand or have a 
use for and replace it with some¬ 
thing that is “useful.” Yet, as 
a people, we are learning of 
our desperate need for things 
that have no useful purpose. 
Things such as woodlands, hope 
and silence. 

In northern Prince Georges 
County there doubtless will be 
more and more ball fields, yet 
I can say without a shadow of 
a doubt that there will be fewer 
and fewer woodlands and wet¬ 
lands. We should not bankrupt 
our future generations, but en¬ 
dow them with hope for the fu¬ 
ture.

“recycler.” It has been relatively 
easy, very convenient, and some¬ 
what emotional. It is rewarding 
to return items instead of throw¬ 
ing them out and it is comfort¬ 
ing to know that fellow Green- 
belters are also actively aware 
of the need to protect our earth. 

Everytime I make the trip to 
the recycling bins I am amazed 
that some people carefully rinse 
out their items, use plastic bags 
to carry them to the bins, and 
then throw out the plastic bags! 
These plastic bags can be used 
again or recycled! More recent¬ 
ly, I noticed that some people 
have been “thrashing” the bin 
area. 

These two problems may be 
related to the fact that other 
jurisdictions have different re¬ 


cycling rules as well as the fact 
that other items could be re¬ 
cycled, such as more plastics or 
paper products.

On the morning of December 
16 I found a ticket on my car 
parked in a circle directly in 
front of my bouse- It cited me 
for parking: more than 12 inches 
from the curb. I felt this was 
an unwarranted violation of my 
rights. The car had one tire 
about eight inches from the 
curb and the other about 16 
inches which is about the best 
you can do on a circle without 
ruiming the risk of jamming 
your tires against the curb. Fur¬ 
thermore, the car was not block¬ 
ing or in any way a problem on 
the street. 

I called the Greertbelt Police 
Department shift Sergeant and 
I wtas truly amazed at the 
abusive way which he treated 
this matter. He informed me 
that he did not write the law 
and he did not design the 
neighborhood. It was very in¬ 
sulting. He said he did not care 
whom I wrote to as he had the 


backing of the mayor and the 
police department He further 
stated that it was my right to 
challenge the ticket but that I 
would surely lose. 

On the morning of December 
18 I received another ticket for 
parking with my left wheels 
against the curb. This was writ¬ 
ten by the same officer who 
wrote the previous one. On a 
rotary circle it is necessary to 
park to the left or you would 
be parking against the traffic 
who must drive to the right 
around the circle. I and many 
others have parked this way 
every night for the past three- 
and-a-haltf years. At this point 
I am afraid to park anywhere 
on my street. 

I am truly appalled that the 
police are spending their time 
harassing our citizens and that 
I could be so thoroughly insulted 
and humiliated by what I ex¬ 
pect should be a senior member 
of our police department.

Greenbelt Pioneer John W. McCollum, who died on Jan¬ 
uary 7 at the Greenbelt Nursing Home at age 99 V-z, led an 
extremely energetic life among his neighbors. Except for 
about four years in the early fifties, he had lived in Green¬ 
belt from 1937 to the present. 


He laved to tell stories, espec¬ 
ially jokes, and in his later years 
could be seen walking briskly 
to the center of town, often with 
a carton of home-made soup he 
had prepared himself to take 
to some invalid friend who was 
often 10 or more years younger 
than he. 

John and his wife Frances 
moved into 45-A Ridge Road in 
1937 and in later years to the 
Greenbelt Plaza Apartments. 
They raised four children: John, 
James (died 1979), Michael and 
Mary Clare. 

Son John E. recalls that his 
father worked hard on his lawn 
and won numerous town compe¬ 
titions, One day, President Roo¬ 
sevelt stopped on a tour of the 
new town to look at the McCol¬ 
lum yard. 

He loved to skate on Green¬ 
belt Lake and swim in the town 
pool, but he was most of all 
a skilled horseshoe pitcher. A 
great walker (at least three 
miles a day until he was 95), he 
spent time shopping and doing 
errands for younger neighbors 
(many at Green Ridge House) 
and continued his passion for 
Bingo into his early '90s. He 
would play three nights a week 
at the Fire House, American Le¬ 
gion and at St. Hugh's Church, 
often playing 16 to 20 cards at 
a time, 

McCollum was the oldest liv¬ 
ing veteran of World War I in 
Greenbelt and maybe in the 
county. His parents received a 
telegram saying he had been 
killed in France, but someone 
else (who had gone AWOL) was 
shipped out in his place and was 
killed. He tried to enlist when 
World War II broke out, but 
at 50 was not accepted. He quit 
his job at the Department of 
Agriculture and worked at a war 
materials plant. After the war, 
he was a purchasing agent for 
the Department of Justice. Re¬ 
tiring at 65, McCollum couldn't 
stay idle, so he went to work in 
a clothing store. Recalls his son, 
“Dad worked 18 hours a day 
for many, many years to support 
his family." 

At 75, he decided to slow 
down, so he quit ice-skating; he 
decided to give up smoking at 
85, He never drove a car in his 
life. 

When his wife moved to the 
nursing home in 1986, McCollum 
visited her daily while contin¬ 
uing his visits to “elderly" 
friends in town. He joined her 
in January of 1987, but she died 
that month. Visitors found him 
eager to chat, until his health 
began to fail about 10 months 
ago. 

Besides his three children, he 
had 12 grandchildren and five 
great-grandchildren. 

Funeral services were held at 
St. Hugh's Catholic Church on 
January 10. A convert to Catho¬ 
licism as an adult McCollum 
asked his son John to be his 
godfather when he was baptized 
at St. Hugh's by Father Dow- 
giallo. He was laid to rest at 
Fort Lincoln Cemetery.

on a national budget ?” asked 
Monica Neff. With so many do¬ 
mestic needs, she questioned the 
stationing of troops in the Mid¬ 
dle East. 

Trini Bloverman, a social 
worker, alerted the audience to 
the potential social and health 
care needs of veterans returning 
from the Middle East. “The 
present tax system can not af¬ 
ford the present health prob¬ 
lems,” she explained. 

“We must have a strong en¬ 
ergy policy,” said Esther Webb 
and several others. Hoyer agreed 
that an energy policy had been 
ignored. He added that he in¬ 
tended to press Congress and 
the Administration to get to¬ 
gether on an energy policy. 

Past and Future 

David Wilcox referred to the 
history of the conflict in that 
the Palestini^n/Israeli question 
is a central one. He suggested 
a conference on the question as 
Hussein had demanded. Hoyer 
responded that while he did 
agree that the question was a 
central one, he did not believe 
Hussein was sincere in his call 
for a conference. Nevertheless, 
Hoyer suggested that President 
Bush might still call for an in¬ 
ternational conference on the 
question, but not as a condition 
of withdrawal. 

And, Marc Robinowitz of Ta- 
koma Park got to what he con¬ 
sidered the ultimate considera¬ 
tion: “War is never a solution 
in a nuclear age, as Einstein 
pointed out years ago.” 

Don William of Montgomery 
County noted that in the 21st 
century, with its global com¬ 
munications and global economy, 
economic warfare, not military 
warfare, should be dominant. 

Several young people also ex¬ 
pressed their concerns, Eighti- 
een-year-old Alexandra Brown 
expressed her fears for her 
friends and family involved with 
the crisis in the desert. 

Jess, an elementary school stu¬ 
dent from Greenbelt, asked 
“Should we be alarmed by ter¬ 
rorists?” Hoyer responded that 
terrorists were indeed an hon¬ 
est concern for all. 

What Now? 

But, what can we do? Where 
should we go from here? cried 
several people. Hoyer suggested 
expressing views with letters, 
meetings and demonstrations. 

“Let's try to persuade Bush 
that if he decides on war, it 
will be at his greatest political 
risk,” said Konrad Herling. 

“The debate in Congress did 
not settle this, it's going on now, 
the debate is just beginning,” 
concluded Ben Abramowitz. 

The somber mood of the eve¬ 
ning was relieved several times 
as speakers addressed Hoyer as 
“Senator” who responded that 
the appellation was not neces¬ 
sarily a promotion. Konrad Her¬ 
ling noted that in his view, “It 
could have been President Hoy¬ 
er.” 

Hoyer and the Greenbelt City 
Council were thanked for ar¬ 
ranging the Town Meeting on 
short notice, Hoyer also apolo* 
gized for its timing in that no 
one realized when it was sched¬ 
uled that a vote would have al¬ 
ready been taken in Congress.
